15,968 petition signatures delay forestry-fire merger

Elected officials have been known to change their minds when presented with a 
batch of 15,968 signatures protesting a course of action they had in mind. 
This happened Monday when the Board of Supervisors changed course somewhat in 
studying the possibility of saving taxpayer funds by having the State Division of 
Forestry take over from the County Fire Department. 
County Firefighters Union president Michael Bennett presented an armload of 
petitions to the supervisors protesting a plan to put the state in charge of county fire 
stations, possibly reduce service levels, and save the county $1 million more or less. 
It wasn’t long after that when Supervisor Robert E. Mailman was the first of 
several supervisors to say he now tentatively favors switching to another state 
protection plan alternative with less of a county saving while keeping service levels 
up. Supervisor Harrell Fletcher said he had never advocated reducing the service 
level. 
With more than IOO off-duty county firemen and their wives constituting most of 
the audience at Monday’s weekly board session, the supervisors put off a final deci­ 


sion until Thursday or Friday when cost figures can be refined further. 
There was a feeling, however, after the hearing that Fire Chief Robert Halliburton 
had presented such a good case for present and future economies within the depart­ 
ment that the board might well wind up approving the recommended 64,541,063 fire 
department budget for 1976-’77. 
Chief Halliburton pointed out the proposed budget is 611,061 lower than the present 
year's budget, and he has further economies in mind, including pushing a program 
for volunteers. County district fire taxes would be going down seven cents, he said, as 
a result. 


While the State’s takeover plans (three alternatives were presented) appear at­ 
tractive at first glance in many particulars, supervisors conceded there are many 
imponderables which could raise the state’s bill once the state agency got in control. 
State firemen’s pay is going up faster than that of county firemen, and with other 
concessions state firemen might soon win, the county might be better off to stay with 
a county department under Halliburton, it appeared to many. 


County Supervisor Harrell Fletcher at first challenged the firemen on the pos­ 
sibility that many citizens signing the petitions against the county’s contemplated ac­ 
tion appeared to have been misled. This was denied by Bennett and other firemen. 


Fears of citizens signing the petition was that a state operation providing less ser­ 
vice might not only increase fire perils for structures and the watershed, but could 
also result in a boost in fire premiums, to wipe out any individual tax savings. 


The threat that “80 per cent of county firemen would leave the department” in 
event of a state takeover might also pose serious personnel problems in integrating 
state and county fire forces as would be needed. 


The state’s alternate plan aimed at keeping service levels constant while setting up 
an integrated state/local responsibility ranger unit organization as agreed to by both 
parties cites a 63,008,412 cost figure, but doesn’t allow for a possible IO per cent 
salary boost for state firemen. County firemen said with the state's longer work 
week, even a IO per cent boost wasn’t attractive. 
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Planners approve 
animal ordinance

Lompoc’s rural origins and the refine­ 
ments of city life were contrasted last 
night as the Planning Commission gave 
its final approval to an ordinance for 
animal control. 
There has been general agreement 
among the commissioners that some 
type of control was necessary, but there 
have been nagging questions of degree 
and intensity. 
Last night commissioner Robert 
Kranig seemed disposed to go along with 
all aspects of the proposed ordinance ex­ 
cept for a stipulation that would permit 
the keeping of six animals or fowl in a 
yard. “I question the judgment of allow­ 
ing the keeping of that many in a residen­ 
tial lot,” he said. “I would not want to 
live next door to someone with six geese 
in his yard.” 
In the end, Kranig voted with his 
fellow commissioners to recommend the 
ordinance to the city council, but not 
before commissioner John Peto ex­ 
plained the breeding characteristics of 
rabbits and city attorney Alan Davidson 
explained why the number of six had 
been chosen. 
George Barnes, a local businessman 
and a former planning commissioner 
himself, spoke from the floor to register 
a complaint against one of his neighbors 
who keeps a horse on her patio. “If an in­ 
spection were carried out right now,” 
Barnes said, “the odor of horses would 
be detectable even if the horse has been 
moved out.” 
Harley Craig, another local busines­ 
sman, defended some details of the 
proposed ordinance, although noting that 
he has always opposed the keeping of 
animals within the city. 
As it stands now, the ordinance would 
prohibit the keeping of a crowing rooster 
and poisonous reptiles, restrict the keep­ 
ing of horses, provide latitude for animal 
projects by youth and in the case of bees 
prohibit the keeping of hives within a 
radius of 600 feet. Commissioner Vernon 
Copeland, who was absent last ni$*t, has 
pushed for stricter controls on the keep­ 
ing of bees because (rf the threat he felt 
they posed to concentrations of human 
beings. The 600 feet buffer is a com­ 
promise with an earlier figure of 1,000 
feet. 
In other agenda and non-agenda 
business, last night, the commission 
— Continued until another meeting he 
question of offstreet parking require­ 
ments for retail nurseries, while at the 
same time approving a modification of 
offstreet parking requirements for 
triplex apartments. In the latter connec­ 
tion, the commission “rounded” off the 
requirements. Under the old ordinance, 
a full offstreet parking stall was 
required for a fraction of a space: a total 
of six stalls when the requirement came 
out to 5.3 spaces or any fraction up to six. 
With the change, the fraction will be ig­ 
nored until it is over .5. 


— Renewed 39 home occupation use 
permits for another year after noting 
that the community development staff 
had inspected each of the premises and 
found no violations. Hie uses range from 
watchmaking to gardening and engineer­ 
ing services to tennis instruction — in 
many cases, the use consists of an office 
for conduct of such business. 
— Approved community development 
director Jack Lam’s definition of an an­ 
tique shop: “A commercial use limited 
to the retail sale of a wide variety of 
objects which were commonly found in 
use in the home and garden prior to con­ 
temporary times and whose manufac­ 
ture or availability is so limited by its 
age or creation or functional ob­ 
solescence, or its uniqueness in 
manufacture or craftwork, such that its 
distribution is severely limited as com­ 
pared to contemporary standards of use 
and mass production.” The approval was 
accompanied by the determination that 
the use is permitted in commercial of­ 
fice (C-O) zone with a conditional use 
permit. An ordinance will be prepared to 
incorporate the definition. 
— Approved the division of land on the 
southwest corner of Olive Avenue and 
Fifth Street to permit the construction of 
two homes. 
— Approved the division of land in the 
200 block of South O Street into two 
parcels to pave the way for homesites 
— Reaffirmed its opposition to a 
proposed ordinance that would give 
relief to a property owner who has a lot 
line running through his house. The com­ 
mission once again turned down the bid 
by representatives of the Balaam family 
for permission to move the lot line. Com­ 
mission chairman William Fick summed 
up the predominant feeling on the com­ 
mission with the declaration: “If I were 
to vote for this ordinance, I don’t see how 
I could deny a request by anyone to build 
on a substandard lot.” The movement of 
the lot line would have created two sub­ 
standard lots, according to staff of­ 
ficials. 
— Postponed action on a request for a 
conditional use permit for a service sta­ 
tion on the northeast corner of H Street 
and Chestnut Avenue, because the 
developer had not appeared to clear final 
conditions. 
— Threw up its collective hands in the 
face of problems faced by James Mosby 
in the development of a parcel in the 900 
block of North H Street. Mosby outlined 
his problems in securing performance 
bonds because the owners of some parts 
of the total parcel were not prepared to 
develop immediately, the delay posed 
problems for Mosby, who, as the sub­ 
divider, is apparently saddled with the 
responsibility of putting in all public im­ 
provements now out of his own pocket or 
providing a bond. In the end, the com­ 
mission asked the staff to provide all the 
engineering and legal data for future 
consideration of relief measures for 
Mosby. 
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CARS come up grade of Vandenberg Road past the neatly 
leveled slope foreground, left, that hides the scar of a two- 
year washout.

City won't count revenue sharing 
'egg' until it's hatched: Wah/ers

A quarter of a million dollars in 
revenue sharing funds admittedly would 
ease the budgetary pressures facing the 
City of Lompoc this year, but City Ad­ 
ministrator is not counting on the funds 
to help balance the 1976-77 spending 
program that will be presented to the 
city council for final action tonight. 
Wshiers said the dty has received 
notification from Congressman Robert 
Lagomarsino that the first-year entitle­ 
ment under a proposed extension of 
revenue sharing for an additional 45 
months beginning Jan. I, 1977, would be 
6224,481. 


“We haven’t seen the breakdown (Mi 
how that figure was arrived at, and we 
would like to check it ourselves to make 
sure that we are getting all that we are 
entitled to,” Wahlers said this morning. 
The provision is in a bill approved by 
the House of Representatives last week 
and which must still pass the Senate and 
be signed by the President before it 
becomes law. 
Despite confidence expressed by 
Congressman Lagomarsino that the 
Senate will likely follow the House’s lead 
in approving the measure and an expres­ 
sion by President Ford that he was 
“pleased” with the House bill, Wahlers 
said the proposed entitlement will have 


no effect on the revised budget he will 
recommend to the council when it meets 
in its chambers at City Hall at 7:30 p.m. 
Additional costs of health insurance 
premiums imposed by Blue Cross and 
higher Workers’ Compensation costs 
have boosted the spending in the 1976-77 
budget by more than 660,700, Wahlers 
said. The total has been reduced by 
618,000 insofar as it is reflected in the 
budget because of a duplication of one 
item in fire services, with the result that 
the total budget will be some 642,000 out 
of balance, 626,000 of it in the General 
Fund. 
There will be no deficit spending in­ 
volved, Wahlers emphasized. The out-of- 


balance reference means that there will 
be no income to balance the added expen­ 
diture and so the General Fund surplus 
will be reduced by that amount. 
A portion of the 642,000 added costs 
comes under other fund budgets ab­ 
sorbed by fund balances. 
Several other items will be before the 
council at its meeting tonight, including 
the proposed purchase of two minibuses 
for a pilot public transportation project, 
an amended contract with the Economic 
Development Association providing for 
funding only for the fliest quarter of 
operation, and an ordinance easing the 
processing of applications for outdoor 
sales in the C-2 zone.

The bicentennial fireworks dlspay is in 
serious financial difficulty and is in need 
of greater support by community 
organizations, individuals and business 
firms. 
It had been hoped that the bicentennial 
edition of the fireworks display, which 
has been sponsored by the Firefighters 
Union for the last four of its 12-year 
history, could be put on without charge 
to the public, a spokesman for the 
Bicentennial Committee said. 
The Junior Alpha Club has been con­ 
ducting a seed packet sale to help defray 
the estimated 63,500 expense of staging 
the show, but so far the results have been 
slow in coming in. 
“If we don’t get more community sup­ 
port, it may be necessary to charge an 
admission to the show after all,” the 
spokesman said. 


The fireworks display, set tor July 4 in 
Huy ck Stadium, will be the largest ever 
staged locally, it was reported. 
In addition to the cost of the fireworks, 
there are the services of a pyrotechni- 
cian, various items of equipment and 


other expenses that must be paid. “We 
need pledges of financial help now,” the 
spokesman emphasized. 
One suggestion was that community 
groups or individuals might wish to take 
on the sponsorship of a particular 
fireworks feature.

Jimmy Carter today passed the 1,505 
delegate mark needed to assure winning 
the Democratic presidential nomination 
on the first ballot, a nationwide survey 
by UPI showed. 
The poll of delegates gave Carter 1,528 
votes. The total did not include hundreds 
of potential Carter votes in New York, 
New Jersey, Indiana and other states 
where Democratic party leaden have 
said they are about to jump on the Carter 
bandwagon. 
In the close GOP race, President Ford 
passed the 1,000 delegate mark in his 
quest for the 1,130 needed for nomina­ 
tion and Ronald Reagan had 893 while 
another 96 were uncommitted. 


Carter picked up delegates in West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Puerto Rico 
to go over the top in the latest survey. 
Pennsylvania 
Democratic Party 
Chairman Dennis Thiemann said Carter 
had gained 20 delegates that were 
previously uncommitted and added 
another 20 previously pledged to Gov. 
Milton Shapp. That put Carter’s Penn­ 
sylvania total at 106, and Thiemann 
predicted the Georgian would get most 
of the state’s 178 delegates. 
“Carter has it sealed up,” Thiemann 
said, 
Gov. Rafael Hernandez Colon of 
Puerto Rico also endorsed Carter and 
added 15 votes previously committed to 
Sen Henry Jackson. 
Letter bombs sent to corporate officials

More than a dozen letter bombs, one of 
which exploded and injured four persons 
in New York, have been mailed to cor­ 
porations around the country by extor­ 
tionists who warned corporate officers to 
pay or be killed, authorities reported to­ 
day 
The letter bombs, mailed from east 
Texas, followed extortion letters 
received earlier that included photos of 
individual businessmen marked as 
targets. 
“We shall kick corporate asses until 


there is nothing left to kick,” unless 
money was deposited in a specified ac­ 
count, (me of the notes warned, ac­ 
cording to an FBI source. 
There was no immediate indication of 
whether an individual or group was in­ 
volved, nor how much money the extor­ 
tionists were demanding. 
One of the bombs exploded Monday in 
the Merrill, Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and 
Smith brokerage house in New York. 
Amailroom employe, Mileta Philips, 
50, was hospitalized in satisfactory con­ 
dition with severe cuts on her arms 


Three coworkers standing nearby suf­ 
fered minor cuts, police said. 
In Houston, Tex., the wife and son of 
Exxon Pipeline Co 
President U.J. 
LaGrange escaped injury Monday from a 
letter bomb that failed to explode when 
they opened it. 
The New York City Police Department 
warned the public to “be on the alert for 
bulky manila-type envelopes 8W by U in­ 
ches in size, postmarked from Texas.” 
The other letter bombs either failed to 
explode or were defused 


Hopes that a county wide helicopter 
ambulance service could be set up short­ 
ly at no cost to the county evaporated 
today when talks with Air Assist Inc. 
were abruptly broken off. 
County Special Services Director 
Frank Gambetta said flatly he felt his of­ 
fice had been deceived by Air Assist in 
its representation to get county approval 
of its services. 
He added that ne could see no reason to 
continue talks with officials of the firm 
at this time. 
The breakdown in talks came after 
Gambetta said he had learned from 
Western Oil and Gas Association that 
Air Assist did not have a firm contract to 
cover offshore drilling sites. 
He added that he had been told by Paul 
F. Martin Jr., president of Air Assist, 
that a firm agreement existed 
Gambetta said he felt Air Assist was 
trying to get a package deal put together 
involving the oil companies, Coast 
Guard, Santa Barbara County and other 
agencies and has not been able to do it at 
this time. 
Air Assist Inc. officials had informed 
County Supervisor Robert E. Kallman a 
week ago they wanted to serve Santa 
Barbara County and Kallman had 
referred them to Gambetta who has been 
engaged in contract negotiations with 
ambulance firms in Lompoc, Santa 


Maria and Santa Barbara. 
The Board of Supervisors recently cut 
672,000 in subsidy funds to the three am­ 
bulance firms and informed them they 
would not be paid hereafter for “dry 
runs” in any new contracts for the com­ 
ing year. 
That led to Santa Barbara Ambulance 
Company’s saying it would cut off ser­ 
vice at midnight June 30 to Santa Ynez 
Valley, Goleta Valley, Montecito and 
Carpinteria Valley.

Supervisors vote 
to close acute 
unit at hospital

County lupcrvlfort took a big 
atap toward poaaiMy getttng out 
of the hoapltal buaineaa Monday 
aa they voted unanlmoudy lo 
cloae the acute unit at Santa 
Maria Hoapltal, effective Sept. 
I. and thereby cut $183,067 in 
tax funda from the 1978-77 
county budget. 
At the aame time, the board 
agreed to bring back the Santa 
Barbara General Hoapltal 
budget, ahowing a projected net 
county coat of $3.2 million, for 
reconaideratlon “baaically in 
the atafflng area” late thla 
week. 
The aupervlaora are alated to 
take action to adopt the county 
budget which haa been pared 
about $900,000 with over $2 
million in added revenuea now 
projected to eraae a threatened 
24-cent tax riae. 
Aa mattera now atand, it waa 
felt, the aupervlaora are in an 
area where they bring off a tax 
reduction aa a meana of partial­ 
ly offaetting higher property aa- 
aeaamenta dealt out by the aa- 
aeaaor’a office thia year.

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Viking slowed 
PASADENA, Cauf. (UPI) - 
Scientists slowed Viking I sl­ 
ightly today to prepare it for a 
historic rendezvous with Mars 
and a possible bicentennial 
landing on the red planet on 
July 4. 
Rockets aboard the space­ 
craft were fired for 143 seconds 
beginning at 7:17 a.m. PDT. 
The critical maneuver slowed 
the speed of Viking I by 134 
miles an hour, a change which 
scientists at Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory said would put the 
spacecraft into orbit around 
Mars at 3:17 p.m. PDT June 19. 
“The first indications are 
that everything went well,” A 
JPL spokesman said 20 minutes 
after the maneuver. 
Without the correction, Vik­ 
ing I would have gone into orbit 
at 8:30 a.m. that day. 
S c ie n tists hope to put 
Viking s lander and its life- 
seeking capsule on the Martian 
surface on July 4 but a tiny leak 
in a helium gas valve could 
postpone the landing until July 
6 . 


Debt rising 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
national debt is once again rais­ 
ing the roof. 
The House voted 184 to 171 
Monday to increase the ceiUng 
to $700 billion in three stages 
through Sept. 80, 1977. 
The bill now goes to the 
Senate 
The current $627 billion ceil­ 
ing expires June 30. 
The debt ceiling bill allows 
the government to continue to 
borrow money to pay its debts. 
Under the bill, the debt limit 
would rise to $636 billion 
through Sept. 30 of this year, to 
$682 billion through March 31, 
1977, and to $700 billion through 
Sept. 30, 1977. 
The bill also allows the 
Treasury to increase from $12 
billion to $17 billion the amount 
of long-term bonds it may issue 
with interest rates in excess of 
4Mi per cent. 


Police may strike 
PHOENIX. Ariz. (UPI) - 
Police demanding higher pay 
were deadlocked in a confronta­ 
tion with the City Council to­ 
day. saying they would strike 
within hours. 
Union leaders estimated that 
80 per cent of the city’s 1,500 of­ 
ficers would strike at the start 
of the evening shift. 
Mayor Margaret T. Hance 
said sheriff’s deputies and state 
highway patrolmen would be 
called in to replace them. 
It would be the first police 
stirike in Phoenix and the se­ 
cond in a major Arizona city in 
less than a year. Police in 
Tucson struck for seven days 
last September. 


Brush fire halted 
SAUGUS (UPI) — A total of 
150 firefighters from Los 
Angeles County and the U.S. 
Forest Service stopped a brush 
fire north of here after battling 
for an hour and a half Monday. 
The fire blackened 12 acres. 
No structures were threatened 
by the blaze, fire officials said. 
Five engine companies, four 
camp crews and two helicopt­ 
ers from the county fought the 
blaze in addition to an air 
tanker, a helicopter, one camp 
crew and seven engine compa­ 
nies from the Forest Service. 


Blaze contained 
BORREGO SPRINGS, Calif. 
(UPI) —Firefighters battling 
strong winds and sizzling 
temperatures near IOO degrees 
contained a brushfire late Mon­ 
day that blackened 2,700 acres 
in the rugged Cleveland 
National Forest. 
More than 400 firemen from 
the California Division of 
Forestry, U.S. Forest Service 
and six counties had surround­ 
ed the flames by nightfall ami 
officials hoped to have the fire 
completely controlled by day­ 
break today. 
Unusually hot weather, cou­ 
pled with low humidity read­ 
ings and gusty 35 miles an hour 
winds, hampered firefighting 
efforts most of the day Monday. 
Forecasters predicted even 
warmer temperatures today 
prompting a massive all-out as­ 
sault through the night to con­ 
trol the blaze 


Guilty of murder 
PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A 
second suspect in the Dec. 7 
stabbing death of newspaper 
heir John S. Knight III Monday 
was adjudged guilty of first 


degree murder. 
Steven Maleno, 25, of South 
Philadelphia, pleaded guilty 
last week, and Commem Pleas 
Court Judge Charles P. Mirar- 
chi Jr. set the degree of guilt 
after hearing testimony from 
witnesses. 
Maleno entered the guilty 
plea in exchange for a max­ 
imum life prison sentence. Had 
he been tried and convicted by a 
jury, he could have received the 
death penalty. 


Wilson knighted 
WINDSOR, England (UPI) - 
With a clasp of a jeweled gar­ 
ter, Queen Elizabeth invested 
former Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson into Britain’s noblest 
order of chivalry in a ceremony 
resplendent with 600-year-old 
courtly traditions. 
The queen conferred the 
honor of the Most Noble Order 
of the Garter upon Wilson at 
Windsor Castle Monday when 
she slipped on the garter just 
below his left knee. 
The former Labor party 
leader, who resigned the 
premiership in March, thus 
joined the exclusive ranks of 
some 900 other knights, who 
have held the honor since 1348. 


Pugil stick defense 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Marine 
Pvt. Lynn McClure, whose 
death set off a congressional in­ 
vestigation of military trai­ 
ning, may have been killed by 
drugs in his hospital bed, not by 
the blows of his fellow recruits 
on the training field. 
That was the defense outlined 
Monday at the opening of the 
first of the “ pugil stick” courts- 
martial. 


Sgt. Harold L. Bronson 
entered pleas of innocent to 
charges of negligent homicide, 
violating orders, assault and 
maltreatment of a recruit in the 
death of McClure, 20, of Lufkin, 
Tex. 


Two other sergeants and a 
captain are awaiting separate 
trials. Two officers and a 
sergeant were disciplined on 
lesser charges. 


Film smuggled 


LONDON (UPI) - Soviet 
Germans as well as Soviet Jews 
are anxious to leave the Soviet 
Union because of attempts to 
suppress their culture and iden­ 
tity, according to a British 
television film smuggled out of 
Moscow. 
An Independent Television 
program shown Monday includ­ 
ed still photographs of Soviet 
Germans demonstrating out­ 
side their embassy in 1974, 
bearing placards saying “ Give 
us freedom to emigrate. We 
Germans want to go to Ger­ 
many.” 


The program said some 20,000 
of the Soviet Union’s 2 million 
resident Germans, some of 
them descendants of 17th- 
century settlers, have been 
granted exit visas in recent 
years — some after public 
protest campaigns. But, it ad­ 
ded, others have been jailed. 


Some 15 Germans are pre­ 
sently imprisoned, the program 
said. 


School bombed 
MANILA, the Philippines 
(UPI) — Moslem terrorists 
hurled two grenades into a 
southern Philippines school run 
by American missionaries Mon­ 
day, killing at least four 
persons and wounding 33 
others, military sources said. 
The sources said the terror­ 
ists struck at midmorning on 
the first day of school this 
year, lobbing a grenade inside 
two classrooms at Notre Dame 
College outside Cotabato City, 
600 miles south of Manila. 


Five homes burn 
SAN RAFAEL (U PI) - 
Firefighters today sprayed the 
smoldering remnants of a fire 
that blackened 185 acres of 
water-parched Marin County, 
burning at least five homes, in­ 
juring two firemen and sending 
hundreds fleeing to safety. 
Officials said a juvenile 
believed responsible for start­ 
ing the fire Monday less than a 
mile from San Rafael City Hall 
had been taken into custody. 
Temperatures in the 90s and 
sporadic water pressure prob­ 
lems hampered firefighters 
called in from IO communities. 
They fought the blaze (Hi two 
fronts when flam es raced 
across tinder-dry ridges three 
miles to the northwest. 
A spokesman for the San 
Rafael Fire Department said 
the flames were brought under 
control Monday night. Officials 
said their main concern was the 
possibility of high winds today, 
which could whip up the fire 
again. 


Radical' report 
SA LISBU R Y , 
Rhodesia 
(UPI) — A government com­ 
mission today recommended 
widespread relaxation of 
Rhodesia’s race laws in a 
report denounced as “radical” 
by the ruling Rhodesia Front 
party. 
The opponents predicted the 
report would come in for heated 
debate in the white-dominated 
P a rlia m e n t n ext w eek. 
Political sources said Premier 
Ian Smith would be the target of 
much of the criticism. 
Leaders of the black national­ 
ist African National Council 
also dismissed the report in ad­ 
vance and said easing race laws 
did not satisfy their demands 
for black majority rule. 


Grandchildren slain 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Two 
little girls were shot to death 
Monday at the Wadsworth 
Veterans Hospital by their 
grandfather, who then turned 
the weapon on himself and com­ 
mitted suicide. 
Albert Perez Plata, 54, who 
was employed on a construction 
project at the hospital, died at 
UCLA Medical Center from a 
single bullet wound in the head. 
The FBI said Plata shot Lisa 
Santos, 6, and her 4-year-old 
sister, Christina, behind the 
ear. 
Agents said Plata’s daughter, 
Mrs. Maria Santos, had lost 
custody of the two girls to her 
estranged husband, Raymond, 
at a court hearing. The girls 
were to be turned over to 
Santos later in the day.

Sultry heat fueled a crop- 
withering drought in portions of 
the Midwest Monday on the 
heels of tornadoes and thunder­ 
storms that killed four persons 
and injured at least 45. 
June snows, powered by 50 
mile-an-hour winds, blocked 
highways in Colorado’s high 
country. 
Tornadoes and violent thun­ 
derstorms skipped across the 
midlands Sunday night, causing 
widespread destruction. But the 
heavy rains that accompanied 
the storms skipped most of the 
drought areas. 
In dry areas where the rains 
did come, they usually fell short 


of the amount needed to reverse 
crop destruction. 
Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey said today he would be on 
the “ phone to Washington” if 
the federal government doesn’t 
act quickly on his request to 
supply emergency feed grain to 
drought-stricken Wisconsin 
dairymen.

Hearst judge's 
death to delay 
sentencing 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
The death of U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver Carter, who 
presided over the trial of 
Patricia Hearst, will delay the 
newspaper heiress’ sentencing 
on bank robbery charges for 
some time. 
Carter’s replacement will 
havq to study millions of words 
of trial testimony and psychia­ 
tric and probation reports 
before reaching a decision on 
her sentence 
Carter, 65, died of a heart at­ 
tack Monday after his second 
seizure since Miss Hearst’s 
trial ended in April. 
He sentenced Miss Hearst to 
35 years in federal prison after 
her jury conviction on charges 
of bank robbery and using a 
weapon in the commission of a 
felony. 
However, he ordered her sent 
to the Federal Metropolitan 
Correctional Center in San 
Diego for a 96-day psychiatric 
evaluation. He said he would 
reduce the sentence upon 
receipt of the report. The 
evaluation was expected to be 
complete by July ll.

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Parcourse: 
new system 
spices up 
ho-hum jogs 


SAN BRUNO, Cauf. (U PI) - Walt 
RUUet gets kidded a lot about the “junk 
sculpture” he ordered strewn around the 
Skyline College campus, but he just 
laughs along with his tormentors. 
At various intervals and scattered over 
a 1.5-mile layout running through this 
picturesque hilltop junior coUege, Rilliet 
has installed a Parcourse system, which 
he describes as a total fitness facility. 
“ It’s a combination of everything," 
Rilliet, the college's physical education 
division chairman, said recently as he 
looked across the semi-obstacle course. 
“ I get kidded about it — they call it my 
junk sculpture — but it serves its pur­ 
pose. And that’s to keep people in 
shape." 
Parcourse, according to the 
enthusiastic Rilliet, takes the monotony 
out of jogging by combining every possi­ 
ble exercise from the physical education 
standpoint. 
“ It incorporates jogging and exercis­ 
ing and helps makes physical fitness 
objective where it was subjective 
before," he said. “ It’s a total body 
workout. I know a lot of business types 
who jog a mile to stay in shape and wind 
up in bed for days because they ran on 
hard cement. Through the various exer­ 
cises, Parcourse helps avoid that. It , 
combines the best of cardiovascular ex­ 
ercises with gymnastic exercises. 
“ It can be punishing. But its primary 
function is to maintain the body, not 
build it up. That’s why we have the three 
levels. That way, if a person desires, he 
can build up to the intermediate and 
championship levels. Or, if he wants, to 
just stay in shape. 
“ In essence, Parcourse gives a person 
a total body workout in 30 minutes 
through the use of jogging and both 
aerobic (with air) and anarobic (without 
air) exercises." 
The course is spaced over a jogging 
path with the 18 exercise stations placed 
in such a manner to insure vigorous body 
activity while at the same time meeting 
the individual needs. Parcouse starts 
with warm-up stops, builds up to more 
strenuous exercises — for the legs and 
upper body as well as coordination — and 
ends with wind-down stations. 
“ The format is for the participants to 
develop a physical fitness schedule that 
is unique only to themselves,’’ Rilliet 
said. “ To a degree, it’s like preventative 
medicine. Only in this case, we work 
with the body before it breaks down." 
The Skyline facility, one of 38 in the 
United States, is open 24 hours a day to 
accommodate all comers and includes 
special counseling in personal, physical 
and individual exercise prescriptions 
planned for each individual by the 
college’s physical education staff. 
The IS fitness stations include jumping 
jacks; touch-stretch; hop-kick; knee lift; 
log hop; step-up; circle body; isometric- 
squat; chin-up; vault bar; touch toes; 
sit-up; body-curl; push-ups; handstands; 
duck-walk; hand walk; leg-stretch; and 
balance beam. 
Each comes with three levels — begin­ 
ners, intermediate and championship. 
Unless a person combines jogging and 
the use of the commercialized home 
improvement gadgets, he will not get the 
total effect that Parcourse provides. 
“Jogging is not the total answer," 
Rilliet continued. “ Parcourse, instead, 
incorporates Fartlek (the Swedish- 
introduced method of interval exer­ 
cising) and includes upper body exer­ 
cises — something you don’t get in 
jogging.” 
Rilliet recommends beginners, after 
being measured, walk through Par­ 
course the first few times to get 
acquainted with the layout. “ The 
emphasis should be on ‘slowly,"’ he said. 
“ A person should go at his own rate at 
first and find out exactly what he can do. 
Then if he wants to, he can build up." 


Payton Jordan, Stanford track coach 
and an outspoken opponent of jogging, 
said if Parcourse incorporates the 
Swedish method, it would be more 
productive than simply running at a 
steady pace over a given route. 


“ I prefer interval training like the 
Swedish method — run-walk-run at inter­ 
vals,” the noted track coach said. “ Con­ 
stant jogging probably helps the vascular 
system, but interval training, with a 
mixture of some jogging, would be 
much, much more productive. Still, I 
don’t think any one thing is the answer to 
a1) needs 


But I think the Swedish way of Fartlek 
— speed, play, jog, walk until the pulse is 
down and run again — is best because if 
uses every input of energy. It gives the 
changing of energy from one action to 
another to give total body action. That’s 
the best way to keep in shape."

U.S. Open course 
gets mixed reviews 


DULUTH, Ga. (U PI) - The U.S. Open 
is being played this week in Tommy 
Aaron’s backyard. 
Normally, that 
would delimit him. But Aaron has played 
so poorly since winning the Masters here 
in his native state three years ago, he 
faces the possibility of being embar­ 
rassed before the home folks. 
The Open, which begins Thursday, 
makes its first Deep South appearance at 
the Atlanta Athletic Club, 25 miles 
northeast of downtown Atlanta. Aaron is 
from Gainesville, only 45 minutes north 
of here. 
“ When I first learned back in ’72 where 
the Open would be played this year, I 
was really pleased,” said Aaron. “ I was 
at the peak of my game at the time and 
the prospect of being a contender in a 
tournament like the Open so close to 
benne was a thrill." 
Aaron, who won the Atlanta Golf Clas­ 
sic in 1970, had his best overall year in 
1972, winning nearly $120,000. The next 
spring he won the Masters, but he has 
been mainly on a downhill slide since 
then. 
Jack Nicklaus, the man favored to win 
the Open, was scheduled to return today. 
Nicklaus, hoping to become only the 
fourth golfer to win the Open four times, 
practiced on the course three days last 
week. 
The par-70,7,015-yard highlands course 
has drawn mixed reviews from the Open 
entrants. 


Throw in a prayer 
for Foreman, too

UNIONDALE, N Y. (U PI) - Joe brazier has brought 
back religion. Suddenly, everybody’s praying for him. 
They’re praying he doesn’t get hurt because it’s pretty much 
a foregone conclusion with them that George Foreman, the 
Great Devastator, will tear him apart and leave him lying 
there all used up, like some old bar rag, long before the end 
of their 12-rounder at Nassau Coliseum tonight. 
Those people praying for Joe Frazier remember his last 
get-together with George Foreman in Jamaica 3tt years ago 
when Foreman turned Frazier into a little rubber ball, 
bouncing him up and down off the canvas six times inside of 
two rounds before referee Arthur Mercante exercised the 
proper judgement and stopped the fight, thereby transferr­ 
ing the world heavyweight crown from Frazier’s head to 
Foreman’s. 


All this solicitude for Joe Frazier has come to the attention 
of George Foreman, who has become curious about it. 
“ He’s got a lot ta handlers, trainers and doctors and he’s in 
good physical condition, better than me, in fact, so why is 
everybody so worried about what’s gonna happen to him?" 
Foreman wants to know. “ I’m not gonna bother my mind 
about it. Last time I was concerned about someone’s condi­ 
tion, I got knocked down and I was the one who got beat." 
Foreman is talking about his fight with Muhammad Ali in 
Zaire two years ago, the one in which Ali flattened him in 
eight and took away his title. 


Archie Moore was one of Foreman’s advisers for that 
fight. A few minutes before Foreman left his dressing room 
to enter the ring that night, Moore, with that sublime sense 
for the dramatic he has, held his hand up and suggested a 
moment of prayer. 
Moore told Foreman and the others in the room he thought 
it would be a good idea if they all prayed that Ali didn’t get 
killed in the ring. 
So everybody, including George Foreman, prayed for Ali. 
“ Thinkin’ back on it now, I wonder if it wasn’t some kind of 


conspiracy to get me feelin’ sorry for him,” he says. “ Well, 
I’m not gonna fall into anything like that this time." 
Joe Frazier appreciates all these people being concerned 
about him getting hurt but doesn’t think they should worry 
about it. 
“ What I wanna know," he says, “ is who’s gonna hurt me?” 
George Foreman won’t. Not the way he did last time. At 
least, that1 s my personal feeling, anyway. I have a hunch all 
those prayers being said for Joe Frazier are about to be 
answered. Not only won’t he be hurt tonight, but I think he’s 
going to stop George Foreman. How? The same way he 
came so close to making Muhammad Ali quit in Manila. You 
ask Ali if anybody ever punished him more or hit him any 
harder than Frazier did in the Philippines. He’ll tell you 
nobody ever has. 
Another thing. You know how everyone is so sure tonight’s 
fight is going to be such a short one, two-three rounds at 
most? I’m not sure of that at all. I see the fight going IO 
rounds before the referee raises Frazier’s hand as the win­ 
ner. 
Eddie Futch, his trainer and adviser, was the one who told 
Joe Frazier he had enough after 14 rounds in Manila. Futch 
stopped the fight. He did it to keep Frazier from taking any 
more punishment and it was Futch who originally advised 
Frazier to retire after that fight. But he says Frazier has 
proven to him conclusively he’s completely capable of con­ 
tinuing to fight someone like Foreman and win. 
“ If I felt there was any chance Joe was not right, or that he 
could get hurt, he would not be fighting, period,” says Futch. 
“ He has as much ability to protect himself in this contest as 
he has had in his whole career. We know Foreman can hit. 
He’s a good hitter, but the crux of the matter is no matter 
how much dynamite you have, you still have to deliver it on 
the target. What’s more, you have to deliver it before you get 
punched out yourself.” 
Right there probably could be the key to tonight’s fight. 
Physical condition. George Foreman says Joe Frazier’s is 
better than his, and you know something? I believe him. 
Merger talks 
on agenda at 
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Hale Irwin, the 1974 Open champ and 
this year’s No. 2 money winner at more 
than $175,000, contends that U.S. Opens 
should never be played in the Deep South 
in mid-June because of weather condi­ 
tions and their effect on courses, es­ 
pecially the greens, which need heavy 
watering. 


Lou Graham, the 1975 Open champ, 
disagrees. Graham, from Nashville, 
Tenn., says he doesn’t "see any reason 
that they can’t have an open-type course 
down here. If the USGA says this is the 
course we’re playing on, then it’s an 
Open-type golf course." 


South Africa's Gary Player, who has 
set his sights on winning here this week 
to become the only other golfer besides 
Nicklaus to have won all four of the so­ 
called “ major” tournaments at least 
twice each, says it really boils down to 
the type of golfer who is critiquing the 
course. 


“ Good golfers like good golf courses,” 
said Player. “ The tougher the course, 
the more likely that the better golfer will 
win. And that’s really what a U.S. Open 
is all about—trying to pick the very best 
golfer around.” 
Young Ben Crenshaw rates as a con­ 
tender for this week’s Open because the 
long, narrow, tree-lined course is 
regarded tailor-made for his game. 
Graham Monday rated longhitting 
Tom Weiskopf as a favorite. 


HY ANNIS, Mass. (U PI) - For the 
first time since the American Basketball 
Association came into existence nine 
years ago, the older National Basketball 
Association is listening seriously to 
merger talk. 
The NBA Board of Governors, holding 
its annual meeting at this Cape Cod 
resort, was to begin discussions today 
with representatives of four ABA clubs 
and ABA Commissioner Dave DeBus- 
schere. 
The NBA owners unanimously voted 
down a merger at meetings during the 
January All-Star break, but a suit by the 
ABA and a prod from a federal court 
judge has prompted a rethinking by of­ 
ficials of the senior league. 
“ At the suggestion of Judge Robert 
Carter (of the U.S. Southern New York 
District Court, who is handling the 
ABA’s suit against the NBA) we have 
been urged to get together and see what 
we can come up with," said NBA Com­ 
missioner Lawrence O’Brien. “ It is an 
economic discussion and I will bring our 
people up to date on the latest proposal." 
Boston Celtics owner Irving Levin, 
substituting for Red Auerbach, who is 
touring Japan with NBA players, agreed 
the team managements were more in­ 
terested in merger talk now than 
previously. “ A majority of the NBA 
owners are open-minded about a merger 
and are at least willing to consider it in a 
financial discussion," said Levin. 
Representing the ABA were Roy Boe 
of the New York Nets, Angelo Drossos of 
San Antonio, Carl Scheer of Denver and 
Bill Eason of Indiana. These are the four 
clubs most likely to be taken into the 
NBA.

Discrimination against whom? 


Sometimes we are truly 
befuddled by the extremes to 
which b u s in e s s , as an 
employer, is put in its efforts 
at finding qualified persons to 
perform a very specific and 
demanding job within the 
organization, both to provide a 
good product and to do it at a 
competitive price. 
For instance, the Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission and courts have 
found many questions on job 
applications to be non-job 
related and discriminatory. As 
an example, it is apparently 
discriminatory to ask if a 
person is a U.S. citizen; how 
old they are; if he or she owns 
their own home or rents; child 
care arrangements and 
number of children; color of 
eyes, hair, weight or height; 
physical disabilities or general 
medical condition; or if they 
have ever been arrested. 
On the positive side of the 
coin, an employer can ask for 
an applicant’s address; 
whether over 18 or not; if a car 
is available, if the job requires 
a car; ever convicted of a 
crime, and the disposition of 


the case as well as location; 
physical disability which may 
curtail performance of job be­ 
ing applied for; applicant’s 
educational 
background; 
willingness to work required 
schedule and overtime; and 
military and non-military ex­ 
perience. 
Some of the questions nor­ 
mally included on a job ap­ 
plication can, we agree, be 
construed as both d is­ 
criminatory and non-iob 
related. Some of those forbid­ 
den by the courts and con­ 
tained herein are neither. 


If a trainee is needed for a 
certain job, few companies 
would be willing to hire simply 
on the basis of knowing a 
person is over 18. What sales 
company would be willing to 
invest six or eight months or 
even longer in the training of 
an individual age 60, or 65? A 
man with five young children 
at home who was required to 
spend several days each week 
on the road would find a very 
significant part of his life 
taken up with baby sitter 
arrangements. The prospec­ 


tive employer does not have 
the right to know of his situa­ 
tion before hiring him. 


A firm specializing in 
scheduling and providing 
entertainment for business 
luncheons and in need of 
models and hostesses could 
not ascertain from the ap­ 
plication files if a prospective 
employe, male or female, was 
overweight, grey-haired, an 
amputee or whatever. And 
only if the workings of the law 
were perfect and absolutely 
above reproach could we 
agree that a nursery school 
could not ask if a potential 
teach er had ever been 
arrested for child molestation. 
Under this law, an employe 
can only be asked if convicted. 


An employer has to have the 
ability to get the right person

WASHINGTON - The embattled 
Wayne Hays isn’t the only Member of 
Congress who is dedicated to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of women. 
Since the titillating tales of Elizabeth 
Ray hit the headlines, we have conducted 
our own bedroom survey on Capitol Hill. 
We discovered several women cm the 
congressional payroll 
who provide both 
secretarial and sexual 
service. But most of 
these affairs are nor­ 
mal office romances 
between consenting 
adults. 
Some congressmen 
take their most shape­ 
ly secretaries with 
them on junkets to 
faraway places with 
strange-sounding 
nam es. Rep. John 
Breaux, D.-La., recenUy took off for 
Japan, for exam ple, with a new

secretary. We tracked them to Tokyo’s 
Shinmayako Hotel; he was registered in 
Room 982, she in Room 954. Both 
vigorously denied any romance. 
A few legislators have used their con­ 
gressional status to intimidate women 
into bedding down with them. In some in­ 
stances, women who work on Capitol Hill 
have acquiesced rather than risk losing 
their livelihood. 
Women have complained to us that 
Rep. Bill Clay, D.-Mo., for one, has ac­ 
costed them at receptions and in bars. 
One voluptuous Virginia constituent 
provided us with detailed tapes of how 
she was seduced by her senator, Harry 
Byrd Jr., when she went to him for as­ 
sistance. Both Clay and Byrd denied any 
improper advances. 
Many senators and congressmen have 
been flattered into believing that they 
are different from the rest of us, as if the 
process of election has somehow lifted 
them above other Americans and has 
made them less subject to reproach than 


Redress the petition way? 


Some writer has used the term 
“Aspirin Age” to characterize the 
current milieu, referring to the propen­ 
sity of the bulk of the population to seek 
relief or solace in an aspirin or similar 
pill Actually the age began some years 
ago, and may in fact be moving over to 
sh a re the sta g e with another 
phenomenon: 
“ The 
petition.” The device 
has been used for all 
manner of public pur­ 
pose. 
Statew ide 
there 
have been petition 
drives for the environ­ 
ment, for campaign 
donation reporting and 
so on 
Closer to home, 
readers may recall 
s e v e ra l thousand 
persons signed peti­ 
tions a few years ago for the illfated 
Lompoc Project; and hundreds signed 
petitions opposing the defunct Harris 
Grade portion of the Highway I improve­ 
ment Both projects failed exclusive of 
pressure from the petitions. 
In more recent times, an estimated 
4,000 persons signed petitions in an un­ 
successful effort to reverse a school 
board closing of La Mesa and Miguelito 
schools in the fall. That effort failed and 
the parents began to gather petitions 
aimed at recalling the trustees. 
Last week, defenders of county sub­ 
sidies for ambulance service filed peti­ 
tions heavy with signatures of those who 
are afraid that the cutoff of the subsidies 
will threaten life and limb. 
This week, another mighty effort: 
County firefighters and their supporters 
delivered literally thousands of 
signatures to the Board of Supervisors in 
opposition to a recommendation for turn­ 
ing over county fire department and its 
responsibilities to the Division of 
Forestry. 
The whole question of petitions raises 
some interesting philosophical points. 
There are some who say that the voters 
elected officeholders to rule and to 
legislate and that they should be free to 


vote their own consciences, with the mo­ 
ment of truth coming at the next election 
if at all. 
Others, however, and their voices 
grow louder, argue that the officeholders 
should heed the wishes of the people at 
particular junctures regardless of where 
it leads. Legislation that would mandate 
local grassroots option in the schools, for 
example, was introduced this year The 
WU I have in mind would set up educa­ 
tion councils composed of parents and 
teachers to do aU manner of service even 
to the selection of school principals. 
If such legislation had become law 
before now, it could have affected the re­ 
cent decision to close the two schools. 
The school board, conceivably would 
have heeded the entreaties of . the 4,000 
signers and kept the schools open. 
There is a conception, and I hesitate to 
say it’s a misconception, that if you heed 
the voices of the majority of the citizens, 
that there’ll be chaos. Certainly there 
would be a problem if you consider that 
the Board of Supervisors have 
before them requests for a variety of 
fund increases for salaries and program 
enhancement, totaling more than would 
be humanely possible to fund from taxes. 
School trustees probably would say the 
same thing. The belief that the people 
would bankrupt the treasury if given the 
chance has not been fully documented, or 
has it been? 
I dare say that at this juncture, the 
total requests would bankrupt the coun­ 
ty and its five cities and the school dis­ 
trict included. 
Ideally, everyone would sit down, set 
priorities, estimate how much money 
was coming in and then assign the money 
to the right spots. 
That won’t come about, but hopefully 
we’U keep up the dialogue. I have to be 
encouraged when I remember that it was 
George Meany who said not long ago 
that the device of the strike had outlived 
its usefulness and when Gov. Jerry Brown 
spurns the pomp of the governorship for 
a simple apartment and an ordinary 
small car to get about in. 
One thing is for sure: If the petition 
fails to persuade the ballot box can 


the people who elect them. 
Members of Congress can also become 
insulated from the world around them. 
Whenever they wish, they can shut 
themselves behind thick oaken doors. 
Their staffs act as buffers between them 
and unwanted intrusions. 
Not only constituents but wives can be 
held off indefinitely with stories of high- 
level meetings that allegedly occupied 
the congressmen’s days and delayed 
their returns home at nights. The rules 
and customs on Capitol Hill also prohibit 
one Member from disparaging another in 
public. 
This perm issive atmosphere is 
hospitable to hanky-panky. Women in 
the Elizabeth Ray mold — “groupies” 
who are attracted by political power — 
are easily available. The senior solons 
also have Capitol HUI hideaways con­ 
venient for romantic trysts. 
Speaker Carl Albert has the key, for 
example, to the late Speaker Sam 
Rayburn’s old hideaway. 
The old congressional curmudgeons 
used to come here for stimulation that 
might be lacking in a dull debate. As a 
young congressman, the late Lyndon B. 
Johnson used to pass out drinks to his 
seniors. And it was here that the late 
Harry Truman received notice to hurry 
to the White House, where he learned 
that he had succeeded Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as President. 
Inside sources say Albert sometimes 
has loaned the key to colleagues, who 
were more interested in romance than 
history. But after the EUsabeth Ray 
scandal broke, he hastily ordered a new 
lock installed on the door. 
For that matter, the Speaker himself 
has been seen squiring two lovely Orien­ 
tal girls from his office around town. He 
showed up with his car to help one of 
them move to a new apartment The 
Speaker assured us, however, that his in­ 
terest in the girls was strictly fatherly. 
Probably the most serious of the sex 
stories we uncovered was the charge 
that the staid Sen. Harry Byrd had taken 
advantage of a pretty constituent. She 
told us that she had sought the senator’s 
help in locating her husband, who had 
left her with two children and no support. 
She was desperate and emotional, she 
said, when she approached the senator. 
He spoke soothingly to her, took her hand 
and made sexual advances, she alleged. 
She did not resist, she said, because she 
felt there was no one else to turn to. 
Byrd promised to help her and sub­ 
sequently invited her to his place at the 
fashionable Colonnade Apartments The 
senator greeted her at the door in his 
pajamas, she said. Again he wanted sex 
from her in return for his offer to help 
with her problem, she alleged. After 
three more visits, she gave up hope of his 
assistance and stopped calling on him. 
P eople who know the wom an, 
meanwhile, attested to her good 
character. 
“She is totally wrong about the seduc­ 
tion,” Sen. Byrd told us. “There wasn’t 
anything at all like that. I do recall her 
coming to see me. As I recall, only once 
in the office and then she called me once 
on the weekend, and I told her to come by 
the apartment... My conscience is 
perfectly clear on it.” 


WASHINGTON - Hallowed by the 
passage of 200 years, the figures of the 
men who brought this nation into being 
have taken on an almost mythical quality 
nourished by schoolbook idealization. 
They are so remote that it is difficult 
to relate to them to the last quarter of 
this turbulent century with the surface of 
life on a conquered 
con tinent u tterly 
changed from the 
ceaseless course of 
technology. 
It is easier to relate 
to 1876 and that is the 
key of a remarkable 
e x h ib itio n 
the 
Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion has put together. 
The times a century 
ago were curiously 
like our own with what 
must have seemed lit­ 
tle reason to celebrate the 100th birth­ 
day. 
The nation had just come through the 
scandals of the U.S. Grant Administra­ 
tion with flimflam flourishing in high 
places. The good-natured General had 
put his trust in associates who 
perpetrated a wide variety of frauds. 
At the same time the country was in 
the grip of a dire depression. Black Fri­ 
day on the stock exchange occurred in 
1873 nine days after the opening of the 
International Exhibition in Vienna. The 
financial crisis had spread quickly 
across the Atlantic. 
But a group of American businessmen, 
scientists and engineers, most of them

self-made men, set out to create a proper 
tribute for the centennial. Against great 
odds, with most of the funds privately 
raised and later supplemented by 
Congress, the idea of a Centennial Ex­ 
hibition, which had been conceived at the 
Smithsonian, took shape. 
In Fairmont Park in Philadelphia far­ 
reaching displays of America’s strength 
in a wide variety of fields were as­ 
sembled in what the newspapers of the 
time called “palaces.” Foreign govern­ 
ments provided pavilions exhibiting 
their native wares. By the last day, 
November IO, nearly IO million visitors 
had visited the exhibition. 
In the spirit of that time the Smithso­ 
nian in 1976 has put together an exhibit 
called simply “1876, a Centennial Ex­ 
hibition” in the Arts and Industries 
building which itself has a Centennial 
look with its multi-colored facades. 
Some of the objects on display were 
retrieved from the exhibition of a 
hundred years ago. The brass on the 
Jupiter engine of the Santa Cruz 
Railroad Co. shines with all the 
brilliance of its past glory. Tile steam 
fire engine is a thing of such perfection 
and engineering beauty that it would 
seem a desecration to use it for anything 
as squalid as putting out fires. 
The 42-foot model of the U.S.S. An- 
tietam was completed just in time for 
the Philadelphia exhibition and after 
years of service in Annapolis as a train­ 
ing ship in rigging practice it is, refur­ 
bished and looking as new as paint, a 
striking exhibit in the present show. 
In most instances the originals had 
been lost or destroyed. This meant 


reproducing the past with faithful skill. 
While this is, to be sure, only a small 
fraction of the massive Philadelphia dis­ 
play, it is a history of the progress 
America had made in the first hundred 
years. But it is more than that, as S. 
Dillon Ripley, secretary of the Smithso­ 
nian, says in a foreward: 
“What better way can we use this 
great building than to remind ourselves 
now in 1976 of the hopes and aspirations 
of that moment in time a hundred years 
ago when the nation took stock of how far 
it had advanced insce 1776. By looking 
backward we can refresh our spirit, tak­ 
ing pride in the continuity of the 
Republic and the style and vigor which 
persists in American life.” 
In short, this is a response to the doom- 
sayers of our time who, like those of a 
hundred years ago, can see nothing but 
catastrophe ahead. There were critics 
aplenty in that earlier time. Wally 
Weymouth in her just published “1876 
The Way We Were” gives lengthy ex­ 
cerpts from Mark Twain, Henry Adams 
and William Dean Howells. Twain wrote 
with pungent satire of the seamy side of 
Washington. 
If we can survive and even flourish 
through IOO years of war, depression, 
recession, the Smithsonian exhibit 
seems to be saying, then we can believe 
in another hundred years and what 2076 
will bring. 
This may be what the crowds throng­ 
ing into the 1876 show are taking away. 
Despite the century that has intervened, 
we are close to that time in so many 
ways and the 1876 exhibition brings it 
home.

in cans these days, but 
a bunch of them do not 
appeal to the average 
person because they 
require the developing 
of a special taste for 
them. 
For instance, I am 
not much of an ar­ 
tichoke fan. And while 
I enjoy onions as a raw 
a d d itiv e 
to 
a 
sandwich, or french fried, I cannot make 
myself like those little round boiled 
onions that you find in cans on the 
grocer’s shelf. 
Sauerkraut is all right, I suppose, but it 
isn’t something you like to find lying 
there beside your 
mashed potatoes 


every other night or so. 
There are other possibilities. In the 
gourmet section of a market not long ago 
I saw a jar whose lable indicated that in­ 
side there were grape leaves in brine, 
imported from Greece. The price of this 
item put it into the delicacy category, 
however, and it would not be affordable 
as a frequent substitute for spinach on 
the average man’s dinner table. 
For those who are lacking in culinary 
tastes beyond opening a can, the future is 
pretty grim unless, as the man in the 
supermarket pleaded, someone invents a 
new vegetable. 
Or, perhaps, the canned vegetable peo­ 
ple can be encouraged to get on the ball 
and start (Hitting up stuff people like, or 
at least could learn to like. 
As an example, how long has it been 
since you saw a can of collard greens in 
the grocery store? 
And there are not nearly enough food 
companies putting out varieties of can­ 
ned turnips. In one store recently, I 
counted five varieties of beets canned by 
one packer — whole, sliced, diced, 
juliene and pickled. But do they give a 
similar consideration to turnips? They 
do not!
